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we put Dr. Busbnell’s own views of Christian edu- 
cation at the bottom, the doctrine of infant baptism 
stands no better than before. Whatever of truth 
there is in his theory, will harmonize better with 
the Baptist doctrine of believers’ baptism, than with 
any doctrine of infant beptism—which is no more 
thax saying that truth always harmonizes best with 
truth. And what there is of error in his views, 
will hardly afford Pedobaptism any better counte- 
nance—which only confirms the sentiment that er- 
ror is very likely to be inconsistent with itself. Dr. 
Buelmell insists that if he is not right, the Baptists 
are right—Dr. Tyler insists that Dr. Bushnell is 
not right—we believe they have both spoken the 
truth here, and we should hardly be treating the 
distinguished doctors with becoming deference, if 
we did not accept the inference. We respectfully 
suggest that it presents a very happy medium for 
“dissolving their conflicting opinions into unity.”

Dr. Baird, agent of the “ Foreign Evangelical 
Society,” delivered a free lecture on Monday eve- 
ning, of last week, at the Centre Conference Room, 
to a crowded and attentive audience. It was de- 
signed as an introduction to a course on “ The 
Governments of Europe.” 

Dr. B. commenced by disavowing any mercenary 
motives in delivering these lectures. He had 
spent several nionths recently in Europe, at his 
own expense, and was only desirous of repaying 
the money which he had borrowed, to enable him 
to do so. The audience might expect familiar con- 
versations on Europe, rather than systematic lee- 
tures. 

Europe, he remarked, was the most imteresting 
portion of the world. Although it conteined but 
about 33-4 millions of square miles, or one thir- 
teenth of the land surface of the gloue—the whole 
land surface being 52,000,000 of square miles—yet 
she contained from one quarter to one third of the 
whole population of the world, and nearly all the 
advanced civilization of the world was con prised 
in the Western half of Europe—Russia and Tur- 
key the Eastern portion, being still in a half civili- 
zed state. The nations of Europe are easily dis- 
tinguished from each other by their faces, costume 
and language. There are thirteen separate lan- 
guages, leaving out the mere dialects; but these 
thirteen can easily be reduced to three, in their 
origin, viz :—Those derived from the Latin in the | 
southwestern portion, comprising the French, Span- 
ish, Portuguese and Italian, and spoken by abeut 
70 millions, from the Teutonic in the northwest- 
ern, comprising the German, Danish, English and 
part of Austria, spoken by about 80 millions; from

terest in the spread of Christ’s kingdom in Ameri- 
ca and elsewhere. He isa man of great informa- 
tion, but does not get time to read much, to com- 
pensate for which Baron Humboldt, the most learn- 
ed man in the world in every department of know- 
ledge, has a seat at the king’s table, which he oc- 
cupies or not, just as he may fancy. Humboldt 
imparts to the King in conversation, all sorts of 
knowledge, dining with him generally two or three 
time per week. Talleyrand was in the habit of 
getting knowledge in the same way. If any new 
work came out, which he was desirous of becom- 
ing aequainted with, he would send for some young 
lawyer whom he supposed had read it, and ques- 
tion the contents out of him. In this way he could 
talk very Jearnedly about them without having the 
trouble of looking at even the cover himself. 

The Emperor of Russia is also a man of superi- 
or attainments. His great mistake is in making 
his government too military. His son, the young 
Czar or Cesar, is about 30 years of age, and is even 
superior to the father. He is a most amiable 
young man. Dr. B. has conversed with him about 
Russia and this country. He expressed great in- 
terest in our country, and deplored the state of 
Russia, in comparison with it, expressing a most 
ardent determination and desire to have Russia 
advance in civilization. He is devoted to the in- 
ternal improvement of Russia, and is now interest- 


|ed in the great Railroad from St Petersburg to 


Moscow. Dr. B. thinks Russia is as well govern- 
ed under the autocrat as it could be. They are 
not prepared for a better form of government. Dr. 
B’s. remarks concerning other Sovereigns, court eti- 
quette, manners, &c., we muet pass over, by mere- 
ly saying that the kings, on ordinary occasions, 
dress but little, if any better than a well dressed

Ou learning the danger to his family, 
he fled into Belgium, where he was employed, not 
as has been frequently stated, at school teaching, 
but as professor of mathematics and English in a 
College. Still fearing his enemies, he went into 
Germany, and thence to Copenhagen. A beauti- 
ful anecdote is related of him in connexion with 
Rev. Mr. Monod, a Protestant minister and father 
of four sons, Protestant ministers, whose names are 
so familiar to us. 

While in Copenhagen, Louis Philippe was com- 
pelled to appear in disguise, and was in the habit 
of calling upon Monod, who little knew his real 
character.

3 o'clock, yesterday, it was higher than it has bec n 
known to be since, perhaps, 175, and was still ri- 
sing. It was twe feet higher than it was in the 
great fresh of "42. 

About f o'clock the entire span of Mayo's Bridge, 
from the Richmond shore to the Island, was swept 
by the current, carrying off six persons, who were 
rescued with boats below. The greater portion of 
that on the other side of the Island had previously 
been carried away, ind the whole is now under- 
stood to be gono. 

The banks on both sides below the falls were 
overflowed.

After the aecident, the Tempest remained 
by the wreck for some time, rendering her all the as- 
sistance in her power, took off the cabin passengers 
and brought them up to Cape Cirardeau, from 
whence about forty were brought to this city by the 
Lucy Bertram.

The New Orleans Picayune, Extra., published on 
the afternoon of the 22d, has later despatches from 
Mexico. 

The propeller Edith arrived at New Orleans from 
Vera Cruz, the 8th, bringing two days later news. 

A letter from Queretaro, dated the 25th, two days 
later, says that seventy-one deputies were in the 
city, and several others on the way, and it was be- 
lieved that very soon there would be sufficient to 
open the session. 

The first business is the election of a President. 

The candidates are Pena, Alinonte, and Herrera. 

News had reached there of certain designs of 
stockjobBers at the capital, to form Mexico into two 
great States and annex them to the American Un- 
ion. The Razonedor, newspaper, maintains opin- 
ions that this is a new party. 

The Arco Iris states the number of Mexican 
troops now in the field, at different stations, at thir- 
ty-one thousand. 

A letter from the National Bridge, dated 4th, 
gives particulars of Gen. Patterson's march from 
there, without molestation, to his headquarters at 
Santa Anna's residence. 

Col. Hughes’ command was still there. 

Gen. Patterson had received a visit from a com- 
missioner of Padre Jarauta with peace propositions 
—the Padre being tired of war, and wishing to come 
under the protection of our government. General 
Patterson coolly told the coumissioner if Jarauta 
wished to return to Vera Cruz as a good citizen, to 
disperse his command and proceed there instantly, 
and no one would molest them, adding that he 
should hang every guerrilla he caught. 

The train was to proceed with the 5th Division, 
Baltimore Battalion. The reported fight between 
Jarauta and Zenobia is confirmed. Jarauta was 
worsted, which is the supposed cause of jis peace- 
ful intentions. 

The health of Col. Hughes’ command was gener- 
ally good, some fifty only sick. 

A letter from Vera Cruz, dated 8th, states that 
goods forwarded to the interior via Orizaba, are no 
longer taxed by the Mexican authorities, showing 
that the guerilla force is getting weaker. 

Vera Cruz, and the country around, is getting 
wonderfully Americanized. 

Col. Dominguez’s spy company left on the 7th, 
with despatches for Gen. Scott. 

Gen. Taylor had not arrived at Matamoras, but 
would leave Monterey on the 8th. 

The health of Matamoras is improving. 

It was rumored there that the States of San Luis, 
Zacatecas, Durango,and one other, had declared in 
favor of Paredes’ monarchical scheme, and proffer- 
ed him 18,000 troops. 

Senor Iturbide is fixed upon for the throne, in 
case of European intervention, which is confidently 
caiculated upon. Many Mexicans in that quarter 
are hostile to the movement, and are ready to join 
the United States to prevent its consummation.
